Written Reply 



5. Contents of Written Reply 

(1) The Examiner indicated in Written Opinion dated February 21, 2006 that Claims 4 to 6 
include matters that have not been disclosed in the specification as filed. We will now 
make corrections to Claims of the present application in response to the indication (see 
Written Amendment submitted on the same day of this Written Reply) and will respectfully 
submit the following objection. 

(2) The Examiner indicated that either Claim 4 or 5 discloses a spring pawl which is described 
in Claim 6. 

In response to the indication, we deleted Claim 6 and added a new Claim 8 
dependent from Claim 7. Claim 8 includes the same content as that of deleted Claim 6. 

(3) Next, the Examiner indicated that it is not disclosed that a ratchet is equipped with a lock 
bar in Claim 4. 

In response to the indication, we deleted the description "provided at the ratchet" in 

Claim 4. 

Further, from the same viewpoint, we deleted the description "provided at the 
rotating body" in Claim 2. 

(4) The Examiner indicated it is not disclosed that the ratchet is surrounded by resin material 
in Claim 5. 

However, the specification discloses that peripheral members of the ratchet 134, such 
as gear wheel 116, busing 112, washer 140, slider 44, holder 170 and spacer 184, may be 
made of resin. In particular, regarding the gear wheel 116, there is a description that "the 
gear wheel 116 is formed as a ring made of, for example, resin material" on lines 1 and 2 of 
paragraph 37. Regarding other peripheral components, paragraphs 33, 42, 43, 52 and 62 
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describe the busing 112, the washer 140, the slider 114, the holder 170, and the spacer 184, 
respectively. 

Consequently, based on Fig. 3 and the like and the specification, we believe that the 
Examinees indication that "the ratchet is surrounded by resin material" is not disclosed is 
improper. 

(5) For the reasons stated above, we believe firmly that the contents described in Claim of the 
present application are the matters disclosed in the specification. 
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
